HAZARDS 
April, 1954 


E. W. Bullard, U. S. sponsor of the Turtle Club (see page 64, this issue) for past 
three years has been appointed international sponsor by C. R. Rustmeyer, founder of the 
club, safety director of Forest Products Limited, Vancouver, British Columbia. The 
Club, open to membership for men who have had lives saved by hard hats, has over 
310 members throughout the world. (Application blanks are yours by a note to 
Editor, OH.) 


Can a worker who yawns and dislocates his jaw collect workmen’s com- 
pensation. He can in Australia. A court ruled an employee sustained cn industrial injury 
from employment on a job so monotonous he couldn’t help yawning. 


Air pollution control efforts have attracted attention of state legislators in Kentucky, 
Massachusetts, New Jersey and New York so far this year. California may bring issue before 
vudget and special sessions of current legislature. No enactments have resulted so far. 


President Eisenhower's conference on occupational safety meets in Wash- 
ington, D. C., May 4 through 6. Three new committees added to conference cover 
government service to industry, community safety programs and public employee's 
safety. Service to industry committee aims to stimulate improved accident preven- 
tion work in all states. Committee works only through state agencies, operates on theory that 
states and territories should have basic legal responsibility for keeping work places safe. 


Use of explosive powered tools employing blank cartridges to drive metal pins or 
studs into concrete will be regulated by New York state labor department after March 1 
under new industrial code rule. 


American Standards Association recently revised standard safety code for refrigera- 
tion and air conditioning equipment. Revised code updates safety to meet refrigeration 
improvements. Code applies to commercial and industrial buildings, homes, all insti- 
tutions, and public assembly places. 


Current ‘‘do-it-yourself’’ trend has upped home accidents and injuries during recent 
months. American Mutual Liability Co., Institute for Safer Living, shows 638,000 per- 
sons suffer disabling injuries annually from own home renvair work and fix-it jobs. 
386,000 “do-it” accidents were of type normally requiring use of ladder. 


Ansul Chemical Co. fire training school at Marinette, Wisconsin, starts this year on 
May 24, ends Sept. 20. It trains plant fire marshals, safety directors, fire brigade leaders. 
Training is free. Students pay only for transportation and living expenses. Last year 
Ansul trained 225 persons. Reservations are on first-come, first-served basis. Ad- 
dress inquiries to: Customer Training Fire School, Ansul Chemical Co., Marinette. 


About 2 million workers received disabling injuries as result of employ- 
ment during 1953. Considering somewhat higher level of employment in most of 1953, 
failure of iniury total to rise shows favorable achievement in nation’s industrial safety efforts. 
U. S. Bureau of Labor Statistics estimates total disabling work injuries for all classes 
of employment at about 2,031,000. Final estimate for 1952, 2,040,000.

TELL YOUR STORY? 


You probably spend lots of time and money improving 


employee relations through newspapers, magazines, 


public address systems. But do you know what good 


it’s doing? Read what one company did to find out. 


YOu KNOCK YOUR BRAINS OUT, spend lots of money build- 
ing what you think is a first class employee communi- 
cations and indoctrination program. You’re sure it will 
bring you top dollar-value in better employee under- 
standing of your company—tell workers what you’re 
trying to do to improve safety, human relations, work- 
ing conditions, attitudes. 


But what does it get you? Do your workers read the 
safety messages you slip into their pay-check envelopes? 
Do they look at the safety posters you place on company 
bulletin boards? Do they read the management letters 
sent to their homes? Do they think you’re keeping them 
well enough informed of company activities through 
your noon-day public address and radio announcements, 
magazines and newspapers? 


Chances are you've been so busy adding to your program, 
you’ve taken little or no time to find out how your 
efforts are received—just what in your program is buy- 
ing you most for your human relations money. If yours 
is like lots of companies, management is taking a closer 
squint at the budget—wants to be sure efforts are net- 
ting best buy: 1) tangible benefits like improved effec- 
tive safety indoctrination, 2) intangible but very im- 
portant results like sustained good will toward the 
company. This is important in a period when work 
force may be in process of reduction.

If you haven’t already taken a reading on the matter, 
you may be doing so soon. Lot’s of companies have 
started the pruning, selecting, let’s-knock-off-the-less- 
productive items. It’s smart to have sound facts when 
asked for your recommendations. You might even be 
wise to readjust emphasis from one employee communi- 
cations medium to another. There’s no use encouraging 
lot’s of time and money to be spent on employee safety 
messages over home radio if employees feel they get 
too little information from their supervisors. The money 
may be spent more wisely for such things as beefing up 
your supervisory conference program. 


What can you do to learn how your efforts are being 
received? 

Answer to that one is simple—just ask them. That’s 
what The F. E. Myers & Brothers Co., Ashland, Ohio, 
did. The company’s industrial relations division made 
a survey amongst employees, tabulated answers, found 
out where program was weak, corrected faults. 

Myers has an unusually well rounded program of 
employee communications. It covers everything from 
management letters—sent directly to workers’ homes— 
and reading racks to a quarterly feature magazine, com- 
mercial radio and public address broadcasts plus re- 
leases in local and area newspapers. 

Most popular means of employee communications 
in order of effectiveness according to the survey: 
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e The Well, employee quarterly feature magazine. 

e Fame, bi-weekly employee feature magazine. 

e Management letters sent directly to employees’ 
homes. 


e Special announcements over public address sys- 
tem during working hours. 


e Daily noon broadcasts over PA system. It includes 
such items as current company events and weather. 


Five leaders in the survey received a total of 63.2% of 
total score. Remaining 36.8% was divided among other 
means of obtaining information about the company. In 
order of score: 


e News release bulletin boards that supplement noon 
broadcasts. 


e Payroll enclosures. 

e General plant bulletin boards. 

e Supervisors. 

e Area newspapers. 

e Company reading racks. 

One of every four employees at Myers depends on 


management letters as their primary source of company 
information.

The survey indicated most employees feel company 
is doing a good job—60.5% felt that way. 29.4% believe 
company could do a better job.

Myers includes very little company information in 
reading racks. However, employees overwhelmingly 
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voted for it. The wife of one employee, who apparently 
aided in filling out the questionnaire, wrote a note ask- 
ing that her husband be reminded to bring home ma- 
terial from the rack. 


Do they believe what they read in company magazines? 

The survey showed company is making effort to give 
a true picture of its operations through its two employee 
publications. 98.6% of employees indicated they be- 
lieved nearly everything they read in the magazines. 
Only 1.4% said they believed little or nothing. Families 
of 90.8% of those answering indicated they enjoyed 
reading both publications. Nearly 3 out of 4 employees 
said they saved copies of the magazines for future 
reference.

You CAN’T GAMBLE ON UNTRAINED or poorly equipped 
fire-fighting crews if you want to keep from burning 
up your plant research laboratory. Delay in fumbling 
with emergency equipment, fear of approaching a start- 
ing blaze because of lack of personal protective gear 
may let a fire get so far out of hand even professionals 
will have trouble coping with it. 


One way to avoid confusion in killing that first lick 
of flame is to follow the system used at General Mills’ 
Research Laboratory, Minneapolis, Minnesota. They 
have a simple but effective answer to, ‘What to do until 
the firemen arrive?” 

They chose a brigade crew of lab personnel from men 
with previous experience in fire fighting—usually 
gained frorn military service days. These men are given 
additional training so they know just what to do in 
critical few minutes after an alarm is turned in, before 
fire trucks appear with professional help. 

By knowing how to do the right thing at the right 
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time the emergency crew means difference between an 
easy-to-put-out blaze and a four alarm toughie. 

Equipment of the fire-fighting crew consists of: 1) an 
aluminum poncho to deflect heat, 2) a helmet to shield 
against flying embers and falling debris, 3) plastic face 
shield to protect wearer from heat and flames, 4) 
breathing apparatus worn by each man to filter poison- 
ous fumes from the air. 

Other members of the laboratory are trained in first-aid 
techniques. A small emergency police force knows how 
to clear personnel out of the building, handle crowds to 
prevent panic and injury. A utility squad is ready to 
control water and power systems in emergencies. 

Regardless of how small your plant lab is—with con- 
fidence building personal protective equipment like 
that used at General Mills plus training in prompt use 
of emergency fire extinguishers, first aid, crowd hand- 
ling, and emergency control of utilities—your plant can 
be provided with a fire protection group at very little 
expense. It may save you thousands of dollars. e e

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The Hearing Loss Problem 


(Part IIT) 


Part I and I of this series discussed the medico-legal aspects and trends toward 
standards in the difficult problem of occupational hearing loss. This article shows 
what you can gain by openly attacking it now. It tells you what one plant did to: 


1) successfully cut noise, 2) protect workers, 


TO DATE MOST HEARING LOSS STUDIES HAVE MERELY pointed 
out major difficulties of standardizing noise control 
tests and measurements. But as a plant safety engineer 
you want to know just what you can do about the prob- 
lem. You need answers on what to do right now too: 

e Prevent hearing loss to workers in noisy areas. 

e Screen new workers to locate those with noise 
susceptible ears so you can arrange reassignment before 
serious ear damage is done. 


3) acquire factual approach. 


e Help place potential hearing loss claims on a 
factual basis—to keep them from the point of, “My 
hearing’s been hurt on the job! and, “No it hasn't!” 
Many claims will probably be handled on this debate 
basis as hearing loss litigation gains pace. Reason for 
this: many companies have dodged the hazardous noise 
problem by a deft sidestep instead of tackling it with 
all available means. 

e Protect interests of employees actually deafened 





Average Hearing Lost with Age... 
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PRESBYCUSIS is what the scientists call it. It’s important 
to you because effects of industrial noise on hearing accumulate 
over many years. Many workers, while still working in noisy 
places, reach an age when some loss of hearing results from 
normal aging. These curves, although not definitive, make it 
possible to correct audiometric data, make distinction between 
net (corrected for age) and gross (uncorrected for age) hearing 
losses. It helps attribute to age, that part of a hearing loss 
that might normally have been expected to occur despite noise. 
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on the job at same time you act to protect your em- 
ployer’s interests. 

Luckily, you needn’t wait until hit by hearing loss suits. 
In fact it’s foolhardy to have waited this long. Many 
companies have already started sound studies, estab- 
lished substantial programs that will help them lick 
their noise and hearing loss problems. It’s simply a 
matter of getting out of the, “Whisper or they’ll hear us 
talk about the noise problem,” psychology—hitting 
trouble spots as you find them when you learn how. 

Allis-Chalmers Mfg. Co., West Allis, Wisconsin, is 
one of the companies that has started to control its 
problem. They began their preliminary study back in 
1948. Now they have a program that probably will keep 
them on top of the situation. It’s six pronged, consists of: 


@ Plant surveys started with spot check of the plant, 
followed by a complete sound level survey. Where 
sound level readings above 95 decibels were found a 
sound band analysis was made (with an instrument that 
selectively analyses sound to determine if certain ele- 
ments or frequencies of the sound are more damaging 
than others). Periodic follow-up surveys are made. 
Data is used in planning their noise abatement program. 
All new, repaired or transferred equipment is also 
checked. 


e@ Audiometric examinations are given all new em- 
ployees before placement, and to employees working 
in noisy areas above 95 decibels. (Allis uses 95 decibels 
merely as starting point for sound band analysis; doesn’t 
consider it establishes level where hearing loss begins.) 
For statistical purposes Allis takes audiogram on a pure 
tone audiometer in frequency range of 125 to 12,000 
cycles. They record age, sex, occupation, previous work 
history. Special effort is made to reveal pre-hiring 
noise exposures. Kind of job performed during military 
service is considered important. Also asked are such 
questions as: “Is your hearing good?” “Can you hear 
over the telephone, in theater, in single and group con- 
versation?” “Do you, or have you ever, used ear pro- 
tection?” In asking what type of ear protection was 
used, some of the answers were: Oil soaked cotton, dry 
cotton, 32 caliber shells, round head screws, gum and 
even rubber erasers. Doctors also give employees oto- 
scopic examinations to exclude presence of ear discharge 
and wax. 


Check of 6,000 pre-employment audiograms showed 
27% of new employees had some type of audiometric 
loss. New workers employed in areas above 95 decibels 
are rechecked before probationary three months are up, 
are rechecked again after six months. 

e Job transfers are made only in few instances where 
recheck examinations show hearing loss is progressive 
despite protective measures. Employees with signifi- 
cant hearing loss on recheck are sent to a competent 
otologist for study. They may have noise susceptible 
ears. 


@ Records of noise levels where employees work are 
entered on employees’ audiometric record. Audiograms 
are kept on file by medical department as part of em- 
ployee’s medical record. Sound level survey and noise 
abatement data are centrally located, available for all 
concerned persons. 


e@ Audiometer room at Allis is especially adapted to 
keep noise level at a minimum. Ideally noise level in an 
audiometer room is 50 decibels or less, but you can use 
any room if noise level is reasonably constant, has been 
measured, doesn’t interfere too much with audiometric 
tests in lower frequencies.

Watch Those 
Are Welding 


Booby Traps! 


ARC WELDING EQUIPMENT’S A WONDERFUL THING for pro- 
duction but as a safety man you can’t take it for granted 
—same way taking anything for granted can quickly 
bring you disaster. Poorly kept gear can injure workers. 
Your job is twofold: 1) inspect equipment from time to 
time to see it’s kept in good condition, 2) work on 
welding operators in your shop so they comply with 
safe welding procedures at all times. 

Most important item of equipment is the electrode holder. 
Uninsulated holders have been in use for many years 
but such practice brooks trouble. You should insist on 
fully insulated holders. Once you’ve obtained insulated 
holders in your plant exclusively, you must insist their 
insulation be kept in first class condition. Accident re- 
port studies show a good percentage of accidents were 
aided or caused by uninsulated holders or holders with 
defective insulation. 

Picture one is a good example of a potentially trou- 
blesome set-up. Operator is in a cramped position, his 
body is undoubtedly in electrical contact with the con- 
ducting metal in a number of places unless his clothing 
is dry, his shoes free from nails. The holder has a handle 
of insulating material penetrated by an uninsulated 
screwhead. Any contact the operator may make with 
the screw, through wet gloves or with bare hands, 
probably would be too small to electrocute him. But a 
shock could cause him to involuntarily do something 
that might endanger him. 
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Worst thing about such holders is that head, project- 
ing out beyond the ring or collar of the insulating 
material just above the hand. It’s entirely uninsulated. 
Each time operator changes welding electrodes, he may 
contact the exposed metal. If he should fall on the 
holder or sling the cable over his shoulder or around his 
neck, as many operators do, this live conductor may 
contact his chest or back. 


Maintenance and supervision are essentia! in welding safety. 
Some important things for you to watch: 

e Potential fire hazards should be eliminated before 
welding is permitted. 


e Welding cables and their connectors should be 
examined frequently for breaks in insulation. 


e Operators should be trained not to take accidental 
short circuits for granted. Accustomed as they are to 
sparks and short circuits they often disregard short 
circuits that spell trouble to you, the trained safety 
man, or to your fire inspector. 


e Welding return-circuit connections should be 
given close attention. If reinforcing rods, scrap lengths 
of pipe or bars are laid together to provide return path 
for the welding current, or building pipe is used indis- 
criminately for this purpose, arcs or flashes may result 
in unexpected places. They may be fire hazards.

Aeceident Prevention 


(Part IIT) 


JUST LIKE ALL OTHER MEANS OF TRANSPORTATION, eleva- 
tors are as safe as you want to make them. Inspect and 
maintain them carefully, they’ll cause you no trouble. 
Don’t check them and treat them improperly, they’ll be 
a prime potential danger in your plant. 


Figures show there’s been a much greater percentage 
of serious accidents with freight elevators than with 
passenger elevators. Reason probably is greater stress 
—in the past—of protecting passengers than on protect- 
ing goods and materials. That’s important to you if 
you're running a lot of passenger elevators but chances 
are your elevators are mostly for freight. Since a large 
number of freight accidents are either serious or fatal, 
spending some of your accident prevention effort on 
freight elevator safety is essential. Elevator manufac- 
turers see this need, have made freight elevator safety 
an important project. 


You can’t neglect dumbwaiters in your elevator safety pro- 
grom either. Although accident possibility is much more 
remote on them than on elevators, statistics show dumb- 
waiter safety precautions and regulations are important. 
Persons have been seriously hurt by: reaching into 
dumbwaiters while mechanics moved cars to make re- 
pairs, being struck when partially open doors fell, fail- 
ure of locks and contacts and many similar reasons. 
Deaths have occurred from falls down dumbwaiter 
shafts while reaching into hatches. What applies to ele- 
vator safety to a relative degree goes for dumbwaiters— 
and other similar equipment. 


Accident causes in order of frequency are: 


e Use of emergency keys or other devices to open 
hoistway doors from room side. 
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e Lack of proper safety devices. 
e Defective and improperly installed safety devices. 


e Manipulation of safety devices by unauthorized 
personnel. 


e Use of emergency door unlocking devices for other 
than emergency purposes. Prohibition of emergency 
door keys has brought safety improvements but many

OVERLOADING con be avoided by installing doors at both 
ends of elevators. Trucks can then load from both sides with- 
out entering elevator. 
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elevators still have emergency unlocking devices. 

e Improper use of safety switches. Although 
these switches are supplied by manufacturers With 
break-glass covers, glasses are soon broken or 
removed, switches used to operate elevator with 
hoistway door open. Many codes and jurisdictions 
ban these switches. 


Principal safety devices of an elevator are: 

e The steel cables or “ropes” from which cars 
are suspended. A safety factor of 8 to 12 is re- 
quired by law. 

e Car safety grips. These devices prevent free 
fall of an elevator if the rope breaks, control ex- 
cessive speed in either direction. Usually these 
“safeties” are actuated by a governor located in 
the machine room, generally at top of the shaft. 
Motion of the car is transmitted to the governor 
by the governor rope. It’s fastened to the car by 
the releasing carrier. If the car overspeeds, a 
clutching device on the governor automatically 
grips and stops the governor rope. As the car is 
still descending, the governor rope is freed from 
the releasing carrier and pull of the rope operates 
the safety. It grips the guide rail, stops the car. 
Safeties in high speed elevators actuate more 
quickly by somewhat different devices. They are 
applied instanteously after a break or any other 
electrical or mechanical failure before elevator 
has accelerated to a high speed that might damage 
safeties and guide rails on impact of setting 
safeties. 

e Buffers at pit bottom designed to prevent 
damage in case car or counterweight descent into 
pit by accident. They bring car and counterweight 
to a gradual, safe stop. 


Additional safety devices are used on modern ele- 
vators. Many of them relate to hoistway and car 
entrances. Some of these: 

e Door interlocks prevent movement of car 
while either hoistway or car door is open. They 
prevent opening of hoistway doors unless a car is 
at the floor. 

e Limit switches prevent car from riding up 
into hoisting machinery or down into pit if oper- 
ator accidently moves switch wrong way or if 
equipment malfunctions. 

e Self-leveling devices are built into many 
modern elevators. They automatically level the 
elevator within 3s inch or less of the floor. This 
prevents accidents caused by tripping over car 
entrance, speeds service by eliminating “jockey- 
ing” to bring car to a safe level with the floor. 

e Electronic door detectors are latest wrinkle in 
elevator door safety. They instantly stop and re- 
verse a closing door to avoid striking passengers 
or objects. They can be set up to extend their 
field of influence to almost full height of both car 
and hoistway and 4 inches out from door edges. 


What can you do to improve elevator safety? 

e Forbid use of unauthorized tools such as 
screw-drivers, clothes hangars to open hoistway 
doors from outside the car when elevator is not at 
the floor. This practice is illegal in some cities. 
Modern installations provide hoistway door inter- 
locks that work only with a special key—kept by

Control Drill 


AFTER LIGHTNING ONCE STRIKES a gas 
filled lightning arrester enough in- 
ternal pressure has been built up in 
it to make quite an explosive charge. 
When handled such arresters may 
explode, cause considerable injury 
to personnel. To relieve the pres- 
sure a small hole is usually drilled, 
through arrester top and through 
the gap assembly. While being 
drilled the gas may ignite, burn the 
drill operator. 

Such an accident recently occur- 
red in the construction department 
of the Potomac Edison Company, 
Hagerstown, Maryland. While an 
employee was using a portable drill 
to bore the hole in an arrester es- 
caping gas flamed, worker was sev- 
erely burned on hands and arms. 

To prevent recurrence of such ac- 
cidents, Harry Shilling, electrical 
foreman, developed a drill attach- 
ment to permit safe drilling of ar- 
resters. It consists of a frame that 
attaches to the arrester cap, serves 
as a holder and guide for a standard 
4 inch drill. Pressure is applied to 
drill by an encased spring applied to 
back of the drill case. Guides at- 
tached to front of the case limit drill 
travel when they contact drill pins 
secured through mounting frame. 
Drill is started by plugging exten- 
sion cord into electric outlet at a 
distance from the drill. 

Cost of the drill frame is not 
available. It was constructed from 
materials at hand in the shop. The 
device works effectively, has licked 
the hazard of making faulty arres- 
ters safe. Potomac Edison uses them 


throughout its system. No faulty 
arresters are moved until they’ve 
been drilled. e e

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e Check adequacy of safety 
ground connections to welding ma- 
chine frames. Many operators don’t 
realize how important they are. This 
unawareness of most operators is 
why it’s so important that mainten- 
ance of electrode holder insulation 
not be left to them alone. 

e Electrical repairs on power- 
line side of welders should be made 
by trained, competent men. 

Education of the welding operator is 
the greatest accident stopper in 
welding. The companies with the 
best record in holding down shocks 
to welding operators are those 
which: 

e Give operators special welding 
safety instructions. 

e Create in the minds of opera- 
tors a healthy respect for all elec- 
trical circuits and the care necessary 
in handling them. 

Paramount warning to operators 
should be to take special care in hot 
and humid weather and when weld- 
ing in wet places. Almost without 
exceptions, fatal accidents occur in 
hot weather. Operator’s own condi- 
tion and condition of his clothing 
should be his guide. He should be 
taught to guard against wet gloves, 
shoes and clothing. This is especi- 
ally important with fabrics of thin 
cotton. 

Other key points you should cover 
with your welding operators: 

e Use care in laying down elec- 
trode holders so they do not make 
contact with any conducting ma- 
terial. 

e Carry electrode holder by the 
handle, not slung over the shoulder 
or squeezed under the arm. 

e Never carry an electrode hold- 
er with an electrode or electrode 
stud in it. 

® Never work alone in confined 
or concealed spaces where striking 
head might cause temporary loss of 
faculties. 

e Exercise particular care when 
working above ground or floor. 
Many fatalities have been caused by 
such falls. e e

i SOMETIMES YOU'RE ABLE TO 
A PLANT HOUSEKEEPING MAKE YOUR PLANT A BETTER 
ARTICLE NEIGHBOR, at the same time 
you improve conditions for your workers. It works like 
that when you correct plant smoke pollution problems. 
National Electric Corp., Ambridge, Pennsylvania, 
recently proved the value of such action. It showed its 
interest in the community and its employees’ welfare 
by installing a smoke control unit to rid air of dirt and 
smoke. Gained for the plant and employees was im- 
proved working conditions in the plant area, better 
housekeeping, cleaner air, fewer soiled clothes for per- 
sonnel to change. The 
communtiy found it had 
in its midst an employer 
who is a good citizen—one 
even willing to help keep 
the nearby housewife’s 
drying clothes from being 
soiled. 
Before the Ambridge 
community had begun to 
press a drive for smoke 
elimination, National had 
already spent long hours 
developing and planning a 
smoke control unit for its 
boiler house. It became 
one of the first industries 
in the community to solve 
its smoke problem. Once 
a suitable system was ar- 
rived at, National had it 
running in 108 days. It’s 
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Here’s how one company improved

no wonder the people of Ambridge feel they have a 
wholeheartedly cooperative neighbor. 

The system is easy to understand. Following the num- 
bers shown on the accompanying chart will make its 
operation clear: 

e Coal is placed on grates of the furnace (2) by 
means of a ram (1). 

e Coal is ignited and fan (3) is turned on to provide 
an induced forced draft, same as opening draft door on 
a furnace. 

e Heat and smoke from fire rises and is forced by 
deflectors to make four passes over the boiler tubes (4) 

which produce the steam. 

e Large particles of un- 
burned coal start piling up 
(5) on boiler tubes. If left 
alone they’d act as insul- 
ation to tubes cut down on 
efficiency and amount of 
steam pressure. To pre- 
vent this, a special ram 
rod fitted with a high 
pressure steam nozzle is 
used daily to keep dust 
from forming. After these 
particles are knocked off 
tubes, they fall into a spe- 
cially built trap that’s 
cleaned out on ground 
floor of the boiler house. 

e Smoke passes down 
(6) into main smoke tun- 
nel (7) and _ starts its

forced flight into the smoke control 
unit. 

e Dirt and smoke are forced into 
a trap (8) in a whirling or cyclonic 
action. This eliminates about 98% 
of dirt and smoke. 

e The particles are forced down 
by the whirling action, deposited in 
hamper (9) which acts like a trap. 

e Gases pass through another es- 
cape vent (10) into outside atmos- 
phere through stub smoke stack 
(11) in form of a light blue gas. 

Fly-ash, trapped in the hamper is 


about as fine as women’s face pow- 
der. Care must be taken in unload- 
ing hopper to keep dust from flow- 
ing out. Ash is funneled down onto 
truck floor from the hopper. A spe- 
cial cover is placed over load on 
truck to keep wind from blowing it 
away while on way to dumping 
point. 

Without a smoke control unit, parti- 
cles of ash coming from the conven- 
tional stack of about 100 feet could 
be blown many miles in winds of 
only 20 miles per hour. Smoke con- 
trol steps such as National’s may 
sooner or later be a requirement in 
your community.

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Allis trained its own audiometer 
technicians in a simple manner. 
They’re told what noise is, how it’s 
measured and evaluated. The audi- 
ometer is demonstrated to them and 
its use explained. Trainees then 
practice using it for 2 to 3 hours, 
taking audiograms of persons in the 
medical department. They’re check- 
ed by the instructor. If they’ve made 
sufficient progress they make audi- 
ometric examinations under close 
supervision.

with these committees as staff as- 
sistants. Hygiene section members 
gave other committee members an 
educational course on noise problem. 
Sound level readings are taken at 
request of committee members and 
previous noise level surveys evalu- 
ated. The hygiene section catalogs 
results of noise abatement work, co- 
ordinates all outside contacts on 
noise abatement program. 

A good share of shop noise can be 
reduced, the committees found, by 
good machine and equipment main- 
tenance. They started, in absence of 
noise abatement standards, in areas 
where complaints had been made 
that area was too noisy. 

Some of committees’ accomplishments 
to date: 

e Noise reduction of from 8 to 10 
decibels at several locations by re- 
placing loose gears and bearings. 

e Reduction of ten decibels of low 
frequency hum by replacing metal 
safety guards with wire mesh safe- 
ty guards.

Enlarged Benefits for Subsequent Iniuries in Hawaii . . . 

.. . At its last session, the Hawaiian Legislature enacted a 
new law enlarging scope of benefits for workers’ second or 
subsequent injuries. The legislation provides if any worker 
sustams a permanent partial disability (rather than one of 
the specified disabilities, as formerly) and then receives 
another injury which disables him permanently and totally, 
a new fund would come into the picture. This special fund 
provides the worker balance of payments due him for perm- 
anent total disability after cessation of payments by the em- 
ployer, who is liable only for the second injury. 


New Proposals Under Consideration in Michigan . . . 

Broadened benefits and coverage under the Michigan 
compensation act have been proposed by Governor G. Men- 
nen Williams in his recent message to the legislature. He 
asked: 1) maximum benefit payments be raised to two-thirds 
of prevailing average weekly wage, 2) extend medical care 
benefits, 3) apply act to all business regardless of number of 
employees. Michigan law now provides for $38 maximum 
payment for total disability. The law is compulsory only to 
firms of four or more workers. 


Increased Benefits Sought in Virginia . . . 
.. . Under consideration in the Virginia legislature is a bill 
to raise maximum weekly benefits from $25 to $30, maximum 
death benefits from $7,500 to $9,000. 


Servants and Farm Workers Covered in Massachusetts . . . 
... A recent change in Massachusetts workmen’s compensa- 
tion law, has extended coverage to domestic servants and 
farm laborers unless hired casually or on a seasonal basis. 
In that event, coverage is elective. 


No Insurance for Illeqal Acts .. . 
.. . One of the most recent California statutes referring to 
workmen’s compensation provides no insurance company may 
insure an employer against additional compensation he must 
pay resulting from injuries to illegally employed minors 
under 16 years old. 


Weekly Disability Payments Increased in New York 

... The New York Legislature has just passed a bill increas- 
ing the maximum disability benefits from $32 to $36. The 
increase becomes effective July 1, 1954. Also raised, effective 
the same date, is the maximum amount beyond which any 
excess of wages is taken into account in computing death 
benefits. That figure goes from $227.50 to $260.00. Still 
under consideration before the legislature is a companion bill 
to increase the maximum weekly benefits under state’s sick- 
ness disability program from $30 to $33. This program is 
designed to protect workers from loss of wages due to non- 
occupational injury or sickness. 


Permanent Total Disability Benefits Boosted .. . 
... The Colorado legislature recently enacted an amendment 
increasing from 50% to 66-2/3% of average weekly wages the 
compensation payable to a worker in case of permanent total 
disability. The amendment became effective on February 
11, 1954.

by performing operation in a room 
lined with acoustical board. 

e Overall noise of  tabulating 
room was reduced an average of 
seven decibels through acoustical 
treatment. 

e Lining bar-stock feed tubes of 
six-spindle automatic screw ma- 
chines with coil springs to reduce 
noise level from 95 to 85 decibels. 

e Installing mufflers on exhaust 
end of air vises to lower reading 
from 94 to 79. 

e Wood coverings on metal bench 
tops cut as much as 15 decibels on 
some operations. 

e A recent project is coating of 
tumble barrels and metal skid boxes 
with a tar compound to reduce noise.

made. Some of these: 


e Adoption of supervisory conference program to 
train supervisors in improved worker contacts. 


e Relocation of some PA system speakers to reach 
more employees. 


e Inclusion of spot national, state and local news 
summary of noon broadcasts. 


Other communications methods will be strengthened, 
altered or discontinued after Myers’ department heads 
have had opportunity to evaluate and recommend 
changes. 


Your employee communications system may not be any- 
thing like that at the Myers plant. It may be more com- 
prehensive or smaller. Regardless of its size, its a most 
important part of your internal relations program. Some 
reactions of Myers’ workers to the company’s program 
probably would be pretty much the same at your plant 
if you made a similar study—peoples’ reactions in large 
numbers usually being pretty similar. 

Regardless what your program is, a survey of your 
employee communications system may pay off. Its cost 
to you will be very slight. You'll get hidden advantages 
far above changes indicated by survey results: 

e Your employees like to feel their opinions are 
considered in actions relating to their welfare. 


e They like to see concrete instances where what 
they suggest is deemed good enough to be adopted.

e Keep equipment clean. It’s es- 
sential for good maintenance. Me- 
chanical and electrical failures can 
be detected more easily on clean 
machinery—then prevented. Dirt 
and dust foul contacts, gum up 
moving parts, hide cracks and 
breaks. Vacuum cleaners are help- 
ful in keeping elevator machinery 
clean. Paint is a useful maintenance 
tool to give brightness as well as 
surface protection and cleanliness. 
You'll want to guard against accum- 
ulations of debris, oil and grease in 
the machinery room, shaft and pit. 
They form a dangerous fire hazard.

cause it involves riding on top of 
cab to check machinery and cables. 
To prevent serious accidents you 
must enforce strict precautions dur- 
ing all maintenance checks and re- 
pairs. In some cases the inspecting 
member of the crew rides on top of 
the car while another man moves it 
slowly as instructed. If your men use 
this system be sure they agree in 
advance on signals to be used and 
carefully coordinate all movements. 

A better system involves use of a 
plug-in electrical jack operated by 
man on top of the car. The regular 
controls are inoperative, car can be 
moved only by the top man. The 
jack has only two buttons, “up” and 
“down”. It should be a continuous 
This insures a slow, safe, speed well 
suited to inspection work. 

e Overhead clearance must be 
watched carefully as car nears up- 
per limits. When working in a 
multi-car bank, workers must avoid 
cars and counterweights in adjoin- 
ing hoistways and pits. 

e Electrical machinery and de- 
vices should be inspected, as far as 
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possible, with circuits open. 

e Everyone even remotely con- 
cerned with the elevators should be 
informed when maintenance work is 
being done. This will avoid any, 
“T-didn’t-know-anyone-was-work - 
ing-in-that-shaft”’, accidents. 

e Some cars have a curved top to 
reduce air resistance. Such curved 
surfaces are difficult to work on. 
You should provide a lightweight, 
flat platform for temporary use on 
curved car tops during maintenance. 

Spare parts are essential in good ele- 
vator maintenance. It’s far better to 
replace doubtful parts immediately 
than to wait until the part actually 
fails. Equipment failures sometimes 
have a way of being cumulative. 
Failure of one part may cause 
breakage of a sound piece. e e

Having received and 
read reports about increasing costs 
of workmen’s compensation in New 
York State, the Board of Directors 
of the association agreed it would 
be desirable for the special commit- 
tee, as a fact-finding body, to make 
an objective study of: 

Operations of the law. 

Its administration. 

Its costs. 

To examine into way employers 
and carriers are meeting, and can 
better meet, their obligations. 

In establishing the special com- 
mittee the association announced it 
was concerned with efficient opera- 
tion within framework of the free 
enterprise system as well as the fin- 
ancial aspect of the workmen’s com- 
pensation program. It does not in- 
tend either to restrict entitlement to 
benefits under the law or to remove 
private insurance or self-insurance. 

Here’s what the association is doing: 

In developing the association’s ob- 
jective analysis a series of factual 
studies have been undertaken.

e Comparison of New York’s oc- 
cupational diseases experience with 
that of Wisconsin— a state always 
cited for its liberal attitude—is in- 
teresting. While the number of oc- 
cupational disease cases in New 
York was about the same in 1951 as 
in 1945, Wisconsin’s declined slight- 
ly. Average cost of New York cases 
zoomed upward about five-fold with 
no deviation in trend; Wisconsin’s 
1951 average cost per case increased 
no more than 25%. 

e Disturbing trends have emerged 
from this study, they’ve been gath- 
ering momentum for many years. 
These trends are rooted deeply in 
law and its interpretation. The al- 
most universal tendency to exploit 
any insurance system unfortunately 
must be taken for granted. The 
critical question is one of safe- 
guards. The system is less able to 
absorb cost of abuses today simply 
because these forces have been in- 
tensified over the past several years. 
Indications point to an accelerated 
spiraling upward in the future. 

The indicators are numerous. The 
experience of New York is contrary 
to that of the nation. Since 1945 it 
has even veered steadily from the 
path taken in its early history. The 
danger in your state is that New 
York’s experience may be an indica- 
tion of things to come your way. 

e There has been an epidemic of 
permanent partial and permanent 
total claims that have been smolder- 
ing for years. They now threaten to 
get out of control. 

e There has been a wave of back 
cases—due primarily to strains and 
sprains—that has reached alarming 
heights. 

e Ratio of claims indexed to acci- 
dents reported has moved ahead. 
The effect of this will be found in 
the increasing proportion of serious 
disability cases to the total. 

e Today’s trend in heart cases is 
symptomatic of the gradually suc- 
cessful attempt to confuse hazards 
of working with the risk inherent in 
living. 

Dr. Keiper questions method of con- 
ducting hearings: 

e “What is the function of a ‘ref- 
eree’?”, he asks. Is his position in 
the middle of the ring or in one 
corner? Why are not referees re- 
quired in all private accident and 
health insurance plans? What is ex- 
pected of doctors called by the 
worker and the carrier—to treat or 
testify? What is role of the legal 
representatives of each—to joyously 
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agree or to debate? Do hearings 
clarify the facts? That hearings 
breed hearings is a partial answer. 
e Today, New York’s workmen’s 
compensation system is a classic ex- 
ample of twentieth century confu- 
sion between laxity and liberality. 
It is a remarkable study in the dis- 
crepancy between money paid and 
value received. With unlimited 
medical expenditures, a completely 
free choice of physician, a hearing 
system, and legal presumptions 
overwhelmingly weighted in favor 
of any claimant—conditions which 
the idealistic social thinker would 
consider Utopian the injured 
worker is apparently isolated from 
the advances of medical science and 
modern rehabilitation techniques. 
e Average number of weeks disa- 
bility per case is higher in recent years 
than ever before. Tendency is for per- 
manent total and permanent partial 
impairments to advance faster over 
the years than temporary disabili- 
ties. Both factors measure medical 
care effectiveness. There’s no doubt 
about it, progress in improving com- 
pensation payments is retarded by: 
1) overwhelming costs of doubtful 
claims, 2) the expense involved in 
administration by carriers, employ- 
ers and the state. Death cases, am- 
putations, and other tragic and un-

oil from under the clutch of a drive 
belt. A belt clamp struck his hard 
hat. It made a one-half inch by one 
inch hole in the crown. The blow 
could have been fatal, had Jenkins 
not worn his hard hat. 


e James David Milliken’ was 
working on a temporary shelter over 
a concrete mixer foundation, for the 
Fluor Corporation’s Shellburn Re- 
finery. A length of steel rod dropped 
from a pipe support, struck his head. 
His hard hat protected him from 
serious injury. The bridge of his 
nose was cut. 


e George H. Anderson was work- 
ing on the dock of the Alberni Paci- 
fic Sawmill, MacMillan & Bloedel 
Limited, Port Alberni, B. C. Slings 
swinging from a dock crane swept 
over a pile of lumber, knocked off 
one piece.

Boozing Employee 


Drinks With Boss 


As IN MOST JURISDICTIONS, in Cali- 
fornia intoxication is a defense to a 
claim for compensation. But how 
about when the employer knows of 
the employee’s drunken condition 
and even partakes in the drinking? 

Tate was working as janitor and 
supervisor for a maintenance com- 
pany. He was furnished with a com- 
pany car, had an assistant. Part of 
Tate’s duties required driving his 
assistant home after completion of 
the janitorial tasks. On the night in 
question, Tate was performing this 
task. He was observed driving er- 
ratically, weaving in and out, cross- 
ing to wrong side of the highway. 
He finally ran into a retaining wall 
on an approach to the Golden Gate 
Bridge, San Francisco. He was 
killed. An autopsy disclosed Tate 
had consumed eight to ten drinks of 
whiskey or beer. 

e Tate’s employer defended a 
claim for compensation brought by 
Tate’s son on basis of Tate’s intoxi- 
cation. Evidence developed at an 
industrial commission hearing show- 
ed the district manager not only 
knew Tate was drinking before be- 
ginning the trip in the car, but even 
participated in the drinking. He 
bought at least one round. The com- 
mission nevertheless found for the 
employer, stating intoxication was a 
complete defense to the claim. 

e The son appealed decision of 
the commission. The district man- 
ager testified before the Court of 
Appeal. He admitted he had invited 
Tate and his assistant to a tavern 
where he bought them two rounds 
of drinks. The manager also admit- 
ted there was a company rule 
against drinking on the job. Both 
he and Tate knew the rule. Tate’s 
son maintained his father’s drinking 
was done with approval of the em- 
ployer, through his agent, the dis- 
trict manager. This, said the son, 
is what caused his father’s death: 
because the employer was involved, 
he is stopped from using intoxica- 
tion as a defense. 

e The appeals court agreed with 
the son. They said it was a reason- 
able inference the district manager 
knew or should have known Tate 
was intoxicated when he left him

“To send an intoxicated employee 
into a busy highway in a company 
car is not furnishing him with a safe 
place in which to work. The act im- 
poses a duty upon the employer to 
supply not only safe employment, 
but a safe place of employment.” 
Under such circumstances, the em- 
ployer cannot plead intoxication as 
a defense. 

The court reversed the decision 
of the industrial commission, re- 
manded the cause for a further find- 
ing of fact.

Employer Slugs 
Truck Driver 


A FEDERAL COURT IN MISSOURI re- 
cently heard a case in which the 
employer was unhappy to learn 
compensation would not be granted 
to a former employee. 

Davis was a truck driver in Ben- 
nett’s employ. His job was to gather 
garbage from residences and other 
places in Kansas City. While on 
duty another employee, under Ben- 
nett’s instructions, took over Davis’ 
truck. Davis phoned Bennett, was 
informed he was fired. He suggested 
he ought to have a check for work 
already performed. Bennett told 
Davis the check would be delivered 
at a later date. 

e Davis returned to the office for 
his clothes. He incidentally talked 
to Bennett about delivery of his 
pay check. He was again informed 
the check would not be delivered 
until the following Saturday. 

Davis testified due to the menac- 
ing attitude of his employer he 
started to leave the premises. Then, 
said Davis, he was assaulted by Ben- 
nett. 

e Davis’ action was at common 
law for assault and battery against 
his employer. Bennett defended the 
suit claiming it was simply a com- 
pensation matter, an award for ac- 
cidental injury was all Davis might 
recover. 

e The federal court did not see it 
that way. When assaulted, Davis 
was not performing any service as a 
truck driver. There was no contro- 
versy between him and Bennett 
about compensation. Davis had ac-

Doctor Blinds 


Employee 


RECENTLY IN CHICAGO, an employee 
of a large department store brought 
action for damages against her em- 
ployer and a co-employee for injur- 
ies sustained while at work. The de- 
fense, of course, was that the acci- 
dent came within purview of the 
state’s compensation law. 


e The facts are these: Jennie 
Hayes was employed by Marshall 
Field and Company as a clerk in the 
basement. Dr. Leonard Mulder, a 
physician, was also employed by the 
store on an hourly rate to render 
first aid medical service to store 
employees. While Miss Hayes was 
at work upon the premises, she 
passed a woman in a janitress’ out- 
fit who was waving a duster over 
her head. A short time later Miss 
Hayes felt something in her eye. She 
went to Dr. Mulder for treatment. 
Mulder started to explore her right 
eye with a metal instrument “when 
I suddenly felt something pierce my 
eye.” Miss Hayes lost the sight of 
the eye. 


e Miss Hayes contended the court 
should sustain an action for dam- 
ages. She claimed her injury is not 
compensable under the Illinois com- 
pensation law because: 1) the dust 
particle which lodged in her eye was 
not caused as result of any peculiar 
hazard of employment, 2) injury re- 
ceived from the medical treatment 
did not arise out of course of her 
employment. 


e The court did not go along with 
Miss Hayes’ reasoning. Judges 
opined since Miss Hayes was on the 
employer’s premises engaged in the 
employer's work, was _ injured 
through action of a co-employee, it 
was a compensable injury. 
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Common law recovery was denied 
but compensation was awarded. 
Claim allowed. 
Hayes v. Marshall Field & Co.: Ap- 
pellate Court of Illinois, September 
29, 1953. (115 N.E.2d 99)

The almost empty cash regis- 
ter indicated an attempt to close, 
presence of blood in front of the 
phone booth substantiated Kelly’s 
story he was struck there, the phone 
call to the police confirmed presence 
of a troublesome customer. 

The testimony, the court found, 
was sufficiently corroborated to sus- 
tain a finding injuries arose out of 
and in course of employment. 

Compensation awarded.

Salesman Injured 
Selling Own Car 


CAGLE, AN AUTOMOBILE SALESMAN for 
Gladden-Driggers Company, a Pon- 
tiac agency in Arkadelphia, Arkan- 
sas, was injured in an automobile 
accident. Compensation award de- 
pended upon whether Cagle was 
performing his master’s business 
when injured. 

e Cagle worked on a guarantee of 
$200 per month. The employer gave 
Cagle permission to sell his own 
car if he desired, but, if he did, 
Cagle was to pay the agency $25 to 
compensate for the time lost to the 
employer. 

On morning of the accident, Cagle 
drove his personal Dodge pick-up 
truck to Hot Springs to trade it for 
another car. He had his employer's 
permission to make the trip but it 
was understood he would return by 
1 p.m. that day. 

e He came back to Arkadelphia 
with another car. Instead of return- 
ing to work, he kept right on driv- 
ing toward Texarkana. Along the 
way, a female companion Cagle 
knew, was traveling the same direc- 
tion on a bus. She left the bus 
when she saw Cagle’s car, joined 
him for the trip. 

e They were traveling about 60 
or 70 miles per hour, according to 
witnesses, when an accident occur- 
red. Cagle’s car struck a_ truck 
parked on shoulder of the road, then 
veered off and hit another car. 

e There was some question in the 
minds of witnesses as to whether 
Cagle had been drinking. The court, 
however, chose to ignore the ques- 
tion of intoxication in the findings. 
It decided the trip—particularly af- 
ter Cagle had returned from Hot 
Springs—was purely personal, had 
nothing to do with employer’s bus- 
iness.

Who Wins When 


Doctors Disagree? 


OFTEN AN AWARD IS BASED ON MEDI- 
CAL OPINION. When all physicians 
concur, the court is not troubled. 
When testifying doctors don’t agree, 
court has often unpleasant task of 
deciding an irreconcilable question. 

In the case of Mrs. Giamalva, a 
janitress at a Catholic high school 
in New Orleans, the court based its 
opinion on unanimous opinion of the 
doctors. Mrs. Giamalva fell from a 
chair while performing her duties. 
She bruised her lower abdomen, 
M-136 HRL struck her right breast on the floor 
causing it to turn a pinkish color.

e The doctor verified claimant 
severely injured her abdomen but 
swore she said nothing nor did he 
see any evidence of an injured 
breast. About six months later a 
cancer trumor was discovered in 
Mrs. Giamalva’s breast. The breast 
was successfully removed in early 
stages of malignancy. 

e Mrs. Giamalva’s compensation 
claim was based on premise the fall 
either caused the cancer or acceler- 
ated its development. 

e One medical expert testified 
cancer had started before the acci- 
dent. He did not say the fall accel- 
erated it. Other doctors thought the 
malignancy had not existed prior to 
the fall, a single blow would have no 
influence in causing or aggravating 
the cancer. 

e Awards, said the court, have 
been made for the aggravating of an 
existing condition by a single blow, 
but in those cases the condition 
flared up almost immediately after 
the injury and there was an obvious 
prior condition. Such was not the 
case with Mrs. Giamalva. Her evi- 
dence was insufficient to prove her 
allegations. 

Claim disallowed.

Personal Work 
Brings Death 


THAT INJURY OR DEATH for which 
compensation is sought occurs on 
employer’s premises is not enough. 
Employee must also be engaged in 
performance of some act within 
scope of his job. 

Edward F. Seger was a mechanic. 
He worked for a firm in Atkinson, 
Nebraska which sold and repaired 
farm equipment, hardware, appli- 
ances, and other supplies. His hours 
were from 8 a.m. to 6 p.m., six days 
a week. Except during the busy 
summer months, the mechanics did 
not work after 6 p.m. They were 
permitted, however—on their own 
time—to use the shop, tools, and 
appliances without charge for per- 
sonal work. 

On the night in question, Seger re- 
turned to his place of employment 
with his own truck. He wanted to 
make some repairs. While under the 
truck, timbers, used to jack up the 
front end, gave way, Seger was 
crushed to death. 
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e Evidence in the case showed a 
Mr. Peterson, learning that Seger 
was working in the repair shop that 
night, requested he also repair a 
carburetor. Seger said he would do 
it but needed some screws he did 
not have. He told Peterson to try 
to find some of these screws. Peter- 
son visited a couple of stores hoping 
to find the proper screws. He re- 
turned at 11 p.m. without them, 
found Seger pinned under the truck, 
dead. 

e Seger’s wife claimed the acci- 
dent arose out of and in course of 
employment. She admitted he was 


repairing his own property, but con- 
tended when Peterson requested her 
husband to repair the carburetor 
and her husband agreed, he was 
working for his employer. 

e The court ruled even though 
Seger was asked to repair the car- 
buretor, his principal motive for 
going to and being at the shop was 
not to further work of his employer, 
but to repair his own truck. 

Claim disallowed.
